ON BOARD THE S.S. EMPRESS 


OF FRANCE, EN ROUTE TO QUE- 
BEC (by radio), Aug. 24.—''The mem- 


bers of the imperial parliament wish |

That brief- 
ly sums up a message delivered by the 
Empire Parliamentary Association 


delegates who will arrive at Quebec on 
board the Canadian Pecific Empress 
of France this afternoon. The mes- 


sage, as issued by Viscount Peel, chair- | 


man of the delegation, through the 
Canadian Press representative on 
board the steamer, said 

“The homeland desires to give of its 
best, not only to strengthen them- 
selyes, but in the interests of the do- 
minions of the British empire, of 
which we are all units. Similarly the 
dominions ask for the best, not only 
to strengthen themselves, but io 
strengthen the whole empire.” 

Parliament of Parliaments 

During their visit to Canada this 
parliament of the parliaments of the 
empire will discuss empire trade, mi- 
gration and settlement 

“We come, let it be clearly under- 
stood,” the message continues, “as un- 
official members of parliament, and 
though we have among us cabinet 
minieers, speakers, and other offi- 
cials, we speak not as members ef our 
respective governments but as mem- 


bers of our respective legislatures i 


“We look forward to our visit with 
the liveliest interest and expectation 
What is the purpose of our coming” 
Primarily we come to see and learn 
,omethi of Canada itself, next to 
confer with representatives of the do- 
m.nion and provincial parliaments in 
Ca, ada on matters of common interest 
to t..e British empire as a whole.”

“Th. more we can develop trade 
within the ee the more rapidly 
can we carry through that redistribu- 
tion of t..e white population of the 
empire whch is absolutely vital not 
only to Grea* Britain but in equal de- 
gree, we belicve, to other communi- 
ties of the Brit sh commonwealth, as 
there is an unem ,'‘oyment probiem not 
only in Great ‘riain, but in several

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CANADA'S PLAYGROUNDS 


With gentle satire the Christian 
Science Monitor has a good laugh at and 
expresses its mild shame of the citizen of 
the United States who arrived. at Quebec 
one sweltering hot day to partake in such 
sports as skiing, toboganning and skating. 

As the Monitor points out, on that par- 
ticular day an observation post on the 
Hudson Strait, far north of Quebec, re- 
corded a temperature of 70 degrees in the 
shade. 

Better than the gentle satire and the 
mild shame, however, is the balance of the 
article in the Monitor, which goes on to 
draw the attention of the U.S. people to 
Canada’s great playground in the North 
Particular attention is paid to the new 
Prince Albert National Park which was 
opened recently by the Prime Minister. 

Canadians themselves would do wel: to 
take note of the new park and the delight- 
ful possibilities for holidaying it affords 
There are still people who have lived all 
their life in Eastern Canada and who be- 
lieve that anything west of Winnipeg is 
“wild” and that anything north of Edmon- 
ton or Prince Albert more or less inhospi- 
tably cold the year round. 


GOLD PRODUCTION 


The decline in gold production by the 
United States and Mexico has boosted 
Canada into a position of relative import- 
ance with respect to this industry. Figures 
quoted from authoritative sources show 
that the last ten years have brought a 
radical shift in the sources of the North 
American gold output. 

Ten years ago, the U. S. accounted for 
nearly three-quarters of the continent's 
total gold production. Since 1917, how- 
ever, the output of the United States has 
been practically halved, falling from over 
4,000,000 ounces to little more than 2,000,- 
000. The output for 1927 touched the low- 
est level for 30 years. Mexican production 
has fallen during the same decide, though 
in a lesser degree. 

Canada, in the meantime, has in- 
creased her production of the precious 
metal by nearly 150 per cent. The Do- 
minion has now left Mexico behind as a 
gold producer and is fast closing in with 
the United States, her output falling only 
15 per cent below that of Uncle Sam's. 

This is but another instance of the gen- 
eral advance of this country and with the 
projects recently fostered for the explora- 
tion of the Northiand by airplane, it is an 
instance likely to be more emphasized 
within the next few years. Apart from 
the satisfying knowledge that the gold lies 
in Canada ready to be mined the figures 
quoted show that faith, backed by capital, 
is behind the Dominion and that her re- 
sources are fast becoming profitably 
tapped. 


THE PROBLEM OF RUSSIA 


Lloyd George, in common with a num- 
ber of other European statesmen, would 
like to see Russia back in the fraternity of 
nations. The probiem is, how to do it 

Russia definitely lost her position dur- 
ing the years from 1917 to 1920 and there 
is a task before the League of Nations or 
some other international body to discover 
just what the Soviet has done to rehabili- 
tate herself in the eyes of her sisters 

The everyday run of news carries indi- 
cations that Russia is no longer regarded 
with the malevolence to which she must 
have grown accustomed. A few days ago 
she was inundated with congratulations 
because the Russian ice-breaker “Krassin”’ 
had cut a perilous path throngh the ice 
floes to rescue the stranded Nobile and his 
forlorn crew. Another vessel raises a 
sunken British submarine in the Baltic 
and here comes a snag. 

It is announced that the Soviet 
authorities will not allow a British war- 
ship to enter Russian territorial waters 
even for the purpose of recovering the 
bodies of the British sailors who perished 
in the lost submarine. What is termed as 
a “neutral” country might send a ship 
“Neutral” forsooth, It is news to the rest 
of the world that Britain is a belligerent 
country so far as Russia is concerned 

The Soviet, it would appear, is suffer- 

from an infliction of amateur states- 
manship, Tit is unfortunate that such a 
stand should be taken just when the coun- 


try is making advances within her own 
borders and is seeking to convince the rest 
of the world of her sincerity to dwell amic- 
ably with her sisters.

OTTAWA, Aug. 24—Members of 
Canadian flying clubs who obtain 
their “private pilot” licenses during 
the present year will be available tor 
aelection for an advanced course of 
training under the direction of the 
aii board 

At present there are 500 civilians 
taking instruction in flying through 
clubs scattered over Canada. Where 
practicable the advanced work will be 
carried on at one of the three central 
svations, Camp Borden, High River 
and Vancouver. In the case cf clubs 
situated at a great distance from any 
of these centres instructors will be 
lent by the R.C.A.F. and the train- 
ing given locally, it was officially an- 
nounced Thursday 

Later on it is proposed to extend 
to the larger universities and colleges 
the privileges of nominating can- 
didates. The air board will maintain 
an organization by which students on 
graduation from the air school may 
be placed in touch with commercial 
openings.
